could include Hamlin because up 
until the late 40’s the two towns were 
about the same size. 
Of course, in many cases natural 
resources have played a big part in 
the tremendous growth of some 
areas, but in the final analysis it is 
the people that make the difference. 
For some reason that I do not fully 
understand, people in some towns 
seem to be better motivated than the 
people of other communities. In 
some communities it seems like 
everyone is working for the com­ 
munity and in others no one seems to 
care. In some communities it seems 
as if everyone is willing to give of 
their time while in others everyone 
wants someone else to do the job. 
In a few rare cases a community 
has just been in the right place at the 
right time but in most cases the 
communities that have worked for 
growth have achieved it while those 
communites that have sat back and 
waited have come up empty handed. 
Over the past two years Hamlin 
has shown this little extra effort or 
spark in its efforts to keep our 
hospital open and getting our district! 
formed. But we can not sit back now 
and rest contented. And above all 
the people who worked so hard in 
keeping the hospital alive cannot 
just drop out and say they have done 
their share. Hamlin does not have 
enough workers to let these proven 
leaders rest on their laurels. 
Hamlin can grow and prosper if 
we want it to as badly as we wanted 
to keep our hospital. But just as a 
half-hearted would not have saved! 
the hospital, it will not pull Hamlin 
out of a slump in growth. 
The Hereford community 
has 
grown and prospered without a 
single drop of oil money because 
there isn’t a producing oil well in 
Deaf Smith County. But there is 
fertile soil, lots of water, and above 
all, a lot of community boosters 
determined to make things happen 
in Hereford. That’s the real dif­ 
ference between Hereford and Tulia 
— and Hamlin.

The Parent School Com 
muntty Involvement (PSC1) 
program, started here in 
December, is to encourage 
parents of migrant children 
to become involved in school 
and community activities. 


Funded through Title I, the 
project is supervised by Bill 
Merkel, chief consultant to

program , 
Education Service Center in 
Abilene. 
Pirpose of the program is 
to educate the parents on 
school education by use of 
visual aids, observation in the 
classroom and newspaper 
articles.

could include Hamlin because up 
until the late 40’s the two towns were 
about the same size. 
Of course, in many cases natural 
resources have played a big part in 
the tremendous growth of some 
areas, but in the final analysis it is 
the people that make the difference. 
For some reason that I do not fully 
understand, people in some towns 
seem to be better motivated than the 
people of other communities. In 
some communities it seems like 
everyone is working for the com­ 
munity and in others no one seems to 
care. In some communities it seems 
as if everyone is willing to give of 
their time while in others everyone 
wants someone else to do the job. 
In a few rare cases a community 
has just been in the right place at the 
right time but in most cases the 
communities that have worked for 
growth have achieved it while those 
communites that have sat back and 
waited have come up empty handed. 
Over the past two years Hamlin 
has shown this little extra effort or 
spark in its efforts to keep our 
hospital open and getting our district* 
formed. But we can not sit back now 
and rest contented. And above all 
the people who worked so hard in 
keeping the hospital alive cannot 
just drop out and say they have done 
their share. Hamlin does not have 
enough workers to let these proven 
leaders rest on their laurels. 
Hamlin can grow and prosper if 
we want it to as badly as we wanted 
to keep our hospital. But just as a 
half-hearted would not have saved 
the hospital, it will not pull Hamlin 
out of a slump in growth. 
The Hereford 
community 
has 
grown and prospered without a 
single drop of oil money because 
there isn’t a producing oil well in 
Deaf Smith County. But there is 
fertile soil, lots of water, and above 
all, a lot of community boosters 
determined to make things happen 
in Hereford. That’s the real dif­

— and Hamlin.
